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GERMAN BONDS WEAK.

There was a noticeable falling off in the 
Volume of business passing in the London 
Stock Ma-kets as a whole yesterday, and, as 
a consequence of the slackening of interest, 
the general trend of values was adverse to 
holders. Bright spots were not altogether 
lacking, however, a strong demand springing

A country correspondent writes :—Just 
before dusk the other evening I was an 
interested observer of an encounter between 
a hedgehog and an Irish terrier. In all 
probability, the dry, sunny weather con- 
vineed the hedgehog that it was time to 
bestir himself after his long winter sleep, 
or, perhaps, the penetrating March wind 
awoke ‘him. The terrier appeared to be 
completely mystified at the hedgehog’s 
armour, and only succeeded in hurting 
himself when he tried to bite or paw the 
prickly ball. Eventually he went away 
disgusted with an opponent which adopted 
such an unfair method of passive resist- 
ance. 3 
The hedgehog is now comparatively thin 
after his period of hibernation. However, 
after a few noeturnal raids on the worms, 
slugs and other pests which infest gardens 
he will soon regain his form. He is in 
reality the gardener’s best friend. 


Kilgobbin. 


While walking in the neighbourhood of 
Stepaside the other day, 1 took the oppor- 
tunity of inspecting the old cross outside 
the ruined church at Kilgobbin. It seemed 
remarkable to me that this ancient monu- 
ment, which must be over a thousand years 
old, should have resisted the assaults of 
the weather so well. In shape it is a plain 
‘high ” cross, eight feet in height, and 
was originally 3 feet 8 inches over the arms 
before the southern arm and corresponding 
segment of the circle were lost. _Hewn out 
of the grey granite which is so prevalent in 
this district, the cross is morticed into a 
rock of the same stone, which has a 
‘‘bullann,’’ or shallow basin, in its surface. 
The age of the monument was estimated 
from the dress of the figure sculptured on 
the cross, when the garment was more 
clearly defined than it is at present. Need- 
less to say, the ruined church at Kilgobbin 
is comparatively modern—it was built only 
two hundred years ago—but there was 
another church standing on the same hill 
when the Normans first landed in Ireland, 
and the Kilgobbin cross is a relic of this 
earlier edifice. 


“The Good Old “Gimes. 


, 


“The good old times,” as we know, 
have in some respects been much over- 
rated ; but, if a passage I have come across 
in-a work of -reference: published a 
hundred years ago is to be accepted, the 
cost of living of our grand-grandfathers 
was little enough to make us sigh for the 
davs that are gone. According to the 
authority to which I refer, “‘the average 
consumption of the British population is, 
or ought to be, a quartem-loaf, ten ounces 
of butter, eight ounces of cheese, four 
pounds of flesh. six pounds of vegetables, 
one quart of milk, two quarts of beer, etc., 
half a pound of sugar, two ounces of tea 
or coffee, half a pound of candles, one 
bushel of coais, half a pound of soap, and 
one shilling in sundries.’’ The quantity 
of tea mentioned would certainly appear 
small nowadays, but the allowance for 
beer, etc.—-especially et cetera—seems 
generous. Our authority calculated that 
in 1832 all this cost ‘‘ about 8s. each, or 
£2i per annum, besides house rent 
£2 10s. Od., and £5 for clothing, in all 
£28 10s. Od. Five may live together,’’ he 
continued, “ for £100, and yet we hear 
of board and education at 15 or 16

Che King of ‘Prussia. 


A remarkable: and, at the same time, a 


somewhat tragic story, in which the ex. 
Kaiser and the widow of an American 
professor are the chief figures, was written

friend. It appears that, as far back as 
1906, when Wilhelm II. was very ‘frietidly 
disposed towards the United States, he 
cosa an exchange of university pro- 


essors. The proposal led to the coming 


to Berlin of the late Professor Burgess, -of 
Columbia University, New York. On the 


return of the professor to America the 
Kaiser conferred upon him the Order of 
the Crown, and invested him with the 
regalia which, on the demise of the reci- 
pient, must, according to the rules of the 
Order, be returned to the Kaiser. Pro- 
fessor Burgess lived for 26 years following 
his investment and died in 1931. Mean- 
while, the Great War had occurred, and 
the Kaiser had abdicated and taken up 
residence in Doorn. Wilhelm was no 
longer Emperor of Germany, but he is 
still King of Prussia, and it was as King 


of Prussia that he had decorated the late 


Professor Burgess. 


AA Courteous Gesture. 


Within the last. year, one evening, a 
lady dressed in deep mourning arrived at 
a hotel in Utrecht and, a little while 
later, a motor car called and conveyed 
her to Doorn, where she was received by 
the ex-Kaiser and his wife. Wilhelm wel- 
comed the lady very cordially and insisted 
upon her dining with him en famille. The 
lady was Mrs. Burgess, and the evening 
was spent in talking over with the ex- 
Kaiser those days of “ long ago.” On the 
next day Mrs. Burgess presented herself 


again at Doorn and was admitted at once 
to the presence of His Majesty the King 
of Prussia, to whom she formally returned 
the insignia of the Order of the Crown. 


When the formalities were carried out the 
King of Prussia presented Mrs. Burgess 
with the smaller symbol of the Order of 
the Crown, which is designed to be worn 


on the coat lapel as an earnest of the 
wearer's right to wear the more ornate 
slecoration on formal occasions.

VIEWS OF AN INDIAN 
VISITOR. 


An Indian visitor to Ireland, Mr. A. J. 
Qureshi, made some interesting references to 
the “ rope trick’’ in an interview. yesterday. 
.‘*] have been into many parts of India,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ but never yet have I seen the ' rope 
trick’ performed, and 1 am convinced that 
it never has been performed. There is a 
certain tribe in India the members of which 
make their living by going round to the 
small towns and villages and Ana 
conjuring tricks there. One of these-tricks 
consists in a boy or girl! climbing up a lon 
bamboo pole, and it is probably this tric 
which has been identified with the ‘ rope 
trick.” The bamboo poles are very long, 
being jointed to one another, but the per- 
formers have no difficulty in climbing them. 
Some of the Indians, indeed, have extraordi- 
nary skill in tricks of this kind, being 
brought + to the trade from childhood; but 
it would be a great mistake to assume that 
they possess magical powers. There is far 
less ‘magic’ in India than Europeans are 
apt to imagine.”

LENTEN SERMON BY THE 
REV. CANON CROZIER. 


The first of the series of four Dinner-Hour 
Services was held in St. Ann’s Church. Daw- 
son street, Dublin, yesterday, from 1.5 to 
1.30 p.m. The Rev. Canon Crozier, who 
preached, said that in these four days of 
Holy Week they proposed to meditate upon 
flour of the Passiontide experiences of the 
Saviour in relation to four hitter experiences 
of the Christian soulHis agony, His 
scourging, His crowning with thorns and 
His cross-bearing — corresponding to our 
fears, our sufferings, our doubts and our 
temptations. 

Tn the agony in the Garden of Gethsemane 
they saw the most appalling of human ex- 
periences expressed in the fear and dread of 
the suffering Christ, It was not the fear of 
something. material or physical, but the dread 
of spiritual alienation or estrangement from 
the Father through the world’s sin whch 
He was about to bear. It was the most 
terrible fear there ever could be for a human 
soul, and it was a consolation to them as 
Christians to know that fear in its intensity— 
and who had not got some secret fear?—was 
not outside the knowledge and experience of 
the Son of God. He who knew had the 
power ‘to quell, not necessdrily by removing 
the cause—for this might be for the weaken- 
ing of character—but by giving the calm- 
ness and courage and strength that was 
necessary to face the dreaded thing. It was 
thus that the Saviour’s own prayer that the 
cup might pass was answered: ‘‘ There ap- 
peared unto Him an angel from Heaven 
strengthening Him "’; and, in the case of the 
apostie Paul: ‘‘ My grace is sufficient for 
thee.”” And so the Christian should pray 
for relief if it be God’s will, but not know- 
ing what may be His will in our particular 
cuse, should ask, above all, for the grace of 
endurance trom Him Who swéated with fear 
in the Garden, and through death delivered 
all them who through fear of death were 
all their lifetime subject to bondage.

In one 
of the processions 200 women sprinkled every- 
one with perfume out of golden watering 
pots; im another . marched bovs_ in 
purple tunics, bearing frankincense, 
myrrh, and saffron on golden dishes, 
Thousands of guests were invited, and after 
being richly feasted were sent away “with 
crowns of myrrh and frankincense. The per- 
sons skilled in the art of perfumery were 
mostly women who were looked upon as 
magicians. The Greeks stated that one of 
the virtues of perfume was that it enabled 
them to drink more without feeling the effect 
of it. Perfumes got a charter in France in 
the 12th century, and it was confirmed and 
enlarged by Louis V. in 1658, .

almost every. perfume can be imitated, and 
could give you a list of nearly one hundred 
synthetic perfumes about which I know little, 
and would almost be afraid to try to pro- 
nounce their names.

“MORE THAN 400 HANDS 
EMPLOYED.” 
From Our Conrresronpent. 


MALLOW, Monday. 


Constructional work at Mallow Sugar 
Factory continues to make excellent progress. 
Over the week-end the German technicians 
were busy, and to-day four columns on the 
site of the sugar store were erected; portion 
of the concrete flooring has also been laid ; the 
foundations for the boilers have been started ; 
the Diesel engine is generating électricity to 
drive the big crane being used at the steel 
construction work of the sugar store; over- 
head lines are being put up to connect all 
places needing electricity to drive hauling 
machines, compressors and riveting machines, 
and the foundations of the canteen have been 
laid. The temporary houses at present being 
occupied by the German technicians will be 
used during the campaign period to house the 
workers from the Gaeltacht. 

Over 400 hands are employed, and on the 
site of the shunting yard adjoining the rail- 
way line to Killarney over 80 men are em- 
ployed by the G.S.R. company at excavations 
for the laying of eight lines. 

Contract forms are being returned to the 
offices at about 400 a day, and applications 
for increases number nearly one-third of each 
daily return. Nine men are engaged in a 
store at the Ballyclough Co-op. Creamery, 
dividing the seed into bags of 10, 15, 30 and 
40ib. for distribution. 

At the offices there are seventeen clerical 
employés and three agricultural advisers.

A further stage was reached to-day in the 
legal duel between the Attorney-General of 
Northern Ireland and Mr. Arthur D. Jaffe, 
a member of the English Bar, about a claim 
for succession duty on the estate of his 
mother, the late Dame Pauline Jaffe, wife of 
Sir Otto Jaffe. a former Lord Mayor of Bel- 
fast, when the Court of Appeal—Lord Justice 
Andrews, Lord Justice Best, and Mr, Justice 
Megaw—sat to hear an appeal by the 
pee yrs fs ge To that the judgment of the 

ef Justice, dated January 31, 1934, 
be set aside and discharged, and that it 
might be adjudsed and ordered that the de- 
fendant was wdebted to his Majesty in the 
sum claimed, and that the respondent should 
be called upon to pay costs. 

The Attorney-General and Mr. J. G. 
Dougherty (instructed by Mr. H. B. Gun- 
ning) supported the appeal, and Mr. Jaffe 
appeared in person, with Mr, J, C. M‘Dowell, 
his solicitor. 

The Attorney-General said that on June 
18, 1912, the respondent’s father, the late Sir 
Otto Jaffe, made a settlement on his two 
sons, Arthur and William, of certain Belfast 
property, conditional that Dame Pauline 
dafie, their mother, received £2,000 per 
annum out of the property. On July 16, 
1919, portion of the premises were sold, free 
of the annuity, to F. W. Henry for £46,5w, 
the respondent and his mother indemnifying 
Mr. Henry against the annuity. 

Mr. Justice Megaw said that Mr. Henry 
was primarily responsible. If the Crown 
went against him he would have no relief 
only under the indemnity. 

e Attorney-General agreed. 

Mr. Jaffe—He would have the same rights 
as I have, save as to jurisdiction. 

The Attorney-General went on to say that 
on August 16, 1929, Dame Jaffe died and the 
claim arose for succession duty. The re- 
spondent notified his intention to appeal by 
petition against the assessment to the High 
Court in England, 

Lord Justice Andrews asked 
petition in fact been presented. 

The Attorney-General—Not so far as I am 
aware. 

Mr, Jaaffe said that the petition had not 
been served. He would deal with the reasons 
afterwards. 

The Attorney-General proceeded to make 

submissions in support of his contention that 
the Lord Chief Justice was wrong, and that 
his finding should be set aside. Northern 
Ireland, he contended, was as a separate 
ag! and was in the position of a Dominion. 
The English Covrts would be asked to decide 
a matter affecting the Exchequer of Northern 
Ireland and a matter financially and legisla- 
tively pertaining to Northern Ireland. 
Mr. Justice Megaw—Suppose that he was 
asking the return of money, would the 
English Court give instructions to the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer ? 

The Attorney-General said that was exactly 
the point. 

Lord Justice Best asked that, supposing 
the Court was sitting in Dublin, and Mr. 
Babington was Attorney-General for the 
Free State, and the property was in Dublin, 
would Mr. Jaffe contend that he could appeal 
to the English Court? 

The Attorney-General did not see anything 
more startling in that than what Mr. Jaffe 
had done. The Free State was a Dominion, 
and for the purpose of succession duty 
Northern Ireland was a Dominion. 

Lord Justice Best—You say we are as free 
as the Irish Free State? 

The Attorney-General—Yes, and therefore 
it is a separate jurisdiction. The word 
Ireland had now disappeared. ‘‘ Although,” 
he added later in the arguments, ‘‘ we are 
still the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, for some purposes, of 
which this is one, we are not united, and for 
the purpose of this tax we are exactly the 
same as a Dominion.”’ The Act of 1 was 
a new Act, and there were no cases on the 
points he had raised, but he submitted it 
was a matter of general principle.

COMPULSORY REDUCTION

WASHINGTON, Monday. 


There seems to be a strong prospect that 
American cotton farmers who supply much 
of Lancashire’s raw cotton will be compelled 
by law to limit their production in order to 
keep prices at a higher level. The Bankhead 
Bill to establish a compulsory system of crop 
limitation in place of the present voluntary 
scheme, which has proved a fiasco, was passed 
by the House of resentatives on March 
19 and is now before the Senate. 

Despite strong opposition by Republican 
spokesmen, who declare that compulsory crop 
control might lead to.a “ revolution '” in the 
South, Administration leaders are confident 
that the bill will be approved shortly by the 
Senate, in consequence of the latter’s decision 
to limit the debate which will be resumed this 
afternoon. 

Meantime the bill has been amended to

The bill sets a limit of 10,000,000 bales for 
the 1934-5 cotton crop, and imposes a penal 
tax of 30 per cent. of the market price on all

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
SUCCESS. 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
on the settlement of the threatened strike 
in the United States motor industry re- 
marks :—By the terms of settlement which 
\lr. Roosevelt has persuaded both sides 
to accept, it is agreed that every employé 
shall have the right to choose freely 
whether he will join a company union or 
a union affiliated to the American Federa- 
tion of Labour. Absolute freedom of 
collective bargaining is guaranteed, as is 
also the right of the workers to be repre- 
sented by men of their own choosing. The 
companies undertake not to discriminate 
against members of the affiliated unions. 
Both parties agree to accept: as final and 
hinding the decisions of a Board, which 
is to be set up immediately, to deal with 
all disputes concerning representation, and 
with charges of victimisation. It will 
consist of three members, one representing 
the employers, one the organised employés 
and one a neutral. The ca-led messaces 
do not sav how this third member is to be 
appointed, but he will probably be 
nominated by the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration or by the President himself. 
_ This settlement,, leaving the field open 
to both types of union, is, naturally, 
welcomed by the Federation, which is 
now able to proceed with its plans for 
organising the workers in the industry on 
a national basis. The employers pro- 
fess equal satisfaction. Mr. Alvan 
Macauley, for example, the’ Presi- 
dent “ of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, who played a 
leading part in the negotiations, has ex- 
pressed his gratitude to the President and 
to General Johnson ‘ for finding a settle- 
ment in accordance with the principles 
which we represent.’’ This seems hard to 
understand in the light of all that had 
been said about the determination of the 
employers not to tolerate the interference 
of outside agitators in their business, but 
t is probably to be explained by the 
assured position which the settlement 
vives to the company unions already 
threatened by a bill before Congress.

DEATHS ON THE 
ROAD. 


LEGAL MAXIM THAT 
CAUSES INJUSTICE. 


— 


The British Law Revision Committee, 
in an interim report issued yesterday, 
deal with matters arising out of negligence 
generally, and particularly road accidents, 
and point out that the application of the 
legal maxim that “ a personal action dies 
with the person, ” is still productive of 
injustice. 

They point out, for instance, that if a 
negligent driver of a vehicle is killed in 
any collision due to his negligence, the 
rights which those seriously injured would 
have against the negligent driver, if he had 
not been killed, are extinguished by his 
depth. It follows that the liability of the 
ingurance company under the third party 
risks policy comes to an end. Neither the 
sufferers if alive, nor their dependents, if 
thp victims are dead, have any redress. 

The Committee say they can see no valid 

reason why a man’s estate should not be 
liable to pay compensation for wrongs com- 
mitted by him during his life, just as the 
wiong-doer would be liable to-day if still 
alive. 
The Committee state that the urgent 
importance of the problems in connection 
with road traffic casualties would seem to 
rehder inevitable a revision of the maxim, 
but they think the opportunity should be 
taken to reconsider and revise it so far as 
it Still exists. 


PERSONAL ACTIONS. 


In actions which are regarded as purely 
personal, such as defamation or seduction, 
where the presence of the plaintiff or of the 
defendant may be of the greatest im- 
portance, the Committee do not suggest 
any change. i 

The Committee conclude that the pro- 
poted changes should be subject to the 
limitation, that the cause of action must 
have avisen within six months of death, 
ani the action must be commenced within 
six months after representation has been 
taken out.

THE new Italian Chamber of Deputies 
which was elected yesterday does not 
meet until April 28th, but its life is ex- 


| pected to be very short, and already Italy 


is speculating regarding the new legislative 
body which will eventually replace it when 
the Chamber is called on to vote its own 
death sentence as envisaged by Signor 
Mussolini. 

It is announced that Signor Mussolini 
intends to abolish the Chamber of Deputies 
altogether, and place the legislative powers 
on economic questions in the hands 
of Italy’s industrial organisation—the 
National Council of Corporations—while 
other legislative powers will be embodied 
in the Fascist Grand Council, Signor 
Mussolini acting as Minister of Corpora- 
tions and permanent President of the 
National Council, 

In supposed deference to the Duce’s 
wishes almost all the new deputies are 
married, 

It is officially announced that in the 
elections 10,041,997 persons voted in favour 
of the Government s list of candidates, 
and 15,265 against.

WOMAN RECLUSE’S 
DEATH. 


SAID TO BE DAUGHTER OF 
FORMER IRISH JUDGE.

A strange story of a rich old woman 
recluse, believed to be the daughter of a 
Íormer Irish judge, was told at an inguest 
at Bournemouth, Hampshire, yesterday, 
on Helen Murphy, seventy-three, spinster, 
of Meyrick Grange, Christchurch road, 
Bournemouth, who was found dead in a 
chair after there had been no response 
to knocks at the docr. 

It was stated that she lived alone in a 
large house, and had not been seen out- 
side for over two years. 

The Coroner (Mr. F. G. Lefroy) said 
that he had been unable to trace any 
relatives. 

“I gather that she possessed consider- 
able means,” he said. ‘‘ She was some- 
what eccentric and lived as a recluse for 
many years.”’ 

The Coroner reterred to a note, purpurt- 
ing to be written by the woman, in which 
she said she was born in London in June, 
1860, and was of Irish parentage. She 
had lived in a flat by His Majesty’s 
Theatre, Haymarket, and had lived in Ire- 
land, but had not been there for several 
years. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE. 
Dr. Harold Simmons said that some 
ago he attended the woman's 
mother, and was then told that the mother 
was the widow of a former Irish judge. 

Miss Murphy would not allow him to 
visit her because, she had said, the house 
was not in a fit state for him to do so. 
She was eccentric, but a very benevolent 
and charitable woman. : 

Mrs. Emily Newman, a neighbour, said 
that Miss Murphy had spoken of a brother 
in Ireland, and had said that she had 
written to tell him she never wished to 
hear from him again, and his letters 
would be returned unopened, Miss Murphy 
would allow no tradespeople to call, so 
she put notes outside the door, and Walter 
Dean, the milkman, posted her letters 
and got her food. She said that she was 
making a will, and that she was looking 
after Dean, who, she said, had been good 
to her. 

It was stated that Miss Murphy died 
from heart failure, and a verdict of death 
from natural causes was returned.

CASE FOR BRITISH TRADE, 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. A. E. Chorlton (Conservative) and 
Major Proctor (Conservative) asked for an 
assurance that in any change in the future 
government of Burma no other country 
would obtain more favourable terms than 
Great Britain’s for imports, 
cotton textiles, into Burma, and that 
Burma would not be subjected to Indian 
fiscal policy.

DISCOVERY ON DUBLIN 
BREWERY SITE. 


While excavating on the site of D'Arcy s 
Brewery, Dublin, yesterday, workmen dis- 
covered a number of earthenware pots, 
which are thought to date from the seven- 
teenth century. Many of them had become 
broken in the course of time, but about a 
dozen were still in a good state of pre- 
servation, and these will be acquired by 
the National Museum. The place where 
they were found is the site of an old 
pottery works, which existed before the 
brewery was established, and some of the 
clay used in the work has also been dug 


DY Arcy’s Brewery (or rather its site) is 
situated on the south quays, near to Guin- 
ness’s Brewery. It has been acquired by 
the Corporation, and at the moment 
foundations are being dug for a great block 
of flats—one of the Jargest building 
schemes at present. being carried out in 
Dublin. This is one of the oldest quarters 
in the city, and the excavators have hopes 
of discovering traces ‘of the early 
Scandinavian settlement in Dublin, though 
so far they have found none. The 
Scandinavian town existed between the 
‘Ford of the Hurdles’’ (from which 
Dublin gets its Gaelic name) and another 
bridge downstream, and D’Arcy’s Brewery 
stood on its site. In later times the dis- 
trict was an important coaching centre, 
and yesterday the workmen were removing 
the last traces of stables owned by the 
famous Bianconi.

“The Hon. W. W. McDowell will be 
received in the Council Chamber of 
Government Buildings at 3.45 p.m. to- 
morrow, March 27, when he will 
present to the President his letters of 
credence as Minister Plenipotentiary 
and Envoy Extraordinary of the 
United States of America to Saorstat 
Eireann. 

“Mr. McDowell, in accordance with 
custom, will be escorted by a troop of 
cavalry from the American Legation to 
Government Buildings. 

“While the presentation of creden- 
tials 1s taking place a salute of 15 
guns will be fired in honour of the 
American Minister.” 

The above official communiqué appears 
to indicate a change in the procedure 
usually associated with the presentation ot 
their letters of eredence by Ministers 
representing foreign countries. 

It is recalled that on the occasion of the 
reception of M. Guerlet, the French 
Minister, on the 13th May last, an official 
notice appeared in the morning newspapers 
stating that M. Guerlet would ‘* present to 
His Excellency An Senescal his letters of 
credence.’’ In the report of the proceed- 
ings which appeared subsequently in the 
Irish Times it was stated that M. Guerlet 
delivered a speech, to which the Governor- 
General replied. 

In the above communiqué there is no 
mention of the presence of the Governor- 
General at to-day’s ceremonial. It states 
that Mr. McDowell “will present to the 
President his letters of credence.”’ 


TORNADO HAVOC IN

Whole houses were overturned and 
blown to pieces in a terrific tornado which 
struck the City of New Orleans early to- 
day.

ERMAINE HUOT, one of. the most

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“GOLDEN CITY” OF 
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THE OLDEST IN THE Nz: W 
WORLD.

There is joy in the "' Golden City "—Cuzco, 
ancient capital of the Incas of Peru, writes 
Reuter from: Santiago. Chile. Already visitors 
are flocking into the city; for on Friday the 
400th anniversary of the Spanish foundation 
of Cuzto will be celebrated. 

Standing by the massive masonry . which 
puzzled the Conquistadores and in the shadow 
of temple ruins, President Benavides will 
proclaim Cuzco the archeological capital of 
South America. He will imavugurate flour 
months of festivilies on: the spot where the 
Inca rulers amagzsed their fabulous treasure 
and at the same time reduced their subjects 
to poverty and misery by their unique system 
of government 

The ancient ruins—temple, palace and for- 
tress—will he elaborately festooned and will 
echo to the tumult of the multitude attending 
the Incan exhibitions and entertainments. 
There will be competitions to demonstrate the 
armoury and tactics ot the Inca warriors and

resurrected theatrical displays, and it will be 


possible to see the few golden objects of art 
which escaped the melting pots. 

Cuzco claims to be the oldest city in the 
New World. Sbaped like an amphitheatre, 
it is perched on a tableland in one of the 
maim Andean valleys, surrounded by majestic 
snow covered peaks The site testified to the 
military strategy of the Incas. The great 
fortress of Sacsahuaman, where excavators 
are now working, compelled an attacking 
force always to preseht its flank to the de- 
fenders. 
parallel walls, each more than 300 yards long. 

Another pass was guarded by the wonder- 
ful fortress of Ollantartambo, a complex ol 
viant terraces, crowned by a citadel, Some 
of the stones measure 25 feet by 12 feet. No 
mortar was used im fitting the enormous 
blocks, which were so accurately cut that a 
knife blade cannot be slipped between the 
stones. | 

Historians have revealed that the civilisa- 
tion of the Incas is to be compared with that 
of Egypt ‘and China, but it was decayed and 
falling v cn the Spanish Conquistadores were 
attracted there by the stories of gold and 
silver and precious jewels to be found within 
the Royal Temples and Palaces. 

To-day only ruins remain to show the power 
and grandeur of the old régime. Among these 
ruins are those of the Temple of the Sun, 
where the Incas accumulated magnificent 
golden objects, This wealth, estimated at 
£25,000,000. was on the way to Cajamarca as 
a ransom for the last Emperor, Atahualpa, 
Before they reached the place the Incas 
learned that the Emperor had been executed 
by the Spaniards. They hid the gold, and to 
this day it has never been discovered. 

It was in November, 1533—three months 
after Atahualpa’s death—that Pizarro entered 
Cuzco. The formal constitution of Cuzco as 
a Spanish city dates from March 23, 1534. 

Little of the Incas’ stores of gold can be 
seen today, because the Spanish colonists 
melted most of it down for transportation to 
Europe, to appease the Court's inexorable 
demand for New World treasure. At one 
time one hundred native goldsmiths laboured 
at the Viceroy’s bebest to reduce the golden 
treasure of Cuzco to bullion. 


MYSTERIOUS ARCTIC 
VALLEY. 


STORIES OF GOLD AND 
TROPICAL CLIMATE. 


“Lured on bv reports of fabulous wealth to 
bé wrested from a “mysterious.  “ tropical 
valley ” on the fringe of the Arctic, gold 
prospectors are rushing by aeroplane and dog 
sledge to the Nahanni River district of 
Canada’s North-West Territory, some 3500 
miles west of Fort Simpson. 

For over a quarter of a century, writes 
Reuter from Fort Simpson, stories haye been 
told of this strange land hidden away in the 
snow-bound iuterior—of gold-laden streams, 
hot springs, rank jungle vegetation and cave- 
dwellings filled with relics of a civilisation 
20,000 years old, Many men have tried to 
trace these stories to their source. 

Nearly thirty years ago gold nuggets in 
lange quantities were undoubtedly found im 
the valley—but the men who found t 
never returned to tell the tale. ‘Since then 
the valley has kept its secrets, although re- 
cently a veteran trapper; Edward Clausen, 
confirmed one of the early stories about it 
by chancing on a series of ancient <uve- 
dwellings hewn out of solid rock. They are 
presumed to have been made by the ancestors 
of the present-day Red Indians on their trek 
from Asia across the Bering Straits to North 
America. 

‘The present gold rush is inspired by the 
discovery in Dead Man’s Valley last year of 
the camp near where two wh..e prospectors, 
the brothers Willie and Frank Macleod, 
were murdered nearly 30 vears ago for the 
sake of the gold nuggets they were bringing 
hack from the ‘‘tropical valley.” The 
MacLeods disappeared in 1905 after leaving 
Fort Liard with an unidentified Scottish 
engineer on a prospecting trip along the 
Nahanni River. When a year passed without 
word of them a third brother, Charlie, started 


ia search which ended, three, years later, in 


the finding of the bones of the two MacLeods. 
Of the engineer there was no trace. 

The Royal North-West Mounted Police 
trailed the man to Vancouver, but there he 
cluded them. He has not heen seen since. lt 
became known, however, that he was m pos- 
session of about £1,000 in assayed gold. 

So far the modern prospectors have dis- 
covered nothing but flake gold, which is to 
be found in small quantities al] over the 
territory—but while disconraged men keep 
trickling back to civilisation others take up 
the search.

SEQUEL TO MINISTER’S

DEATH FOLLOWS POLO 
ACCIDENT. 


Colonel’ Gordon Johnston, the most 
decorated soldier of his rank im the United 
States Army, has died in San Antonio, Texas, 
U.8.A., of injuries received in a polo match, 
aged 59. 

During the World War, states Reuter, he 
won renown by rescuing the famous “' Lost 
Battalion ”’ af Major Whittlesey in the 
Argonne. They bad been cut off by the 
Germans from the American lines, but in the 
face of great difficulties Colonel Johnston led 
them out of their dugouts and succeeded wm 
rejoining the main army. 

Two days later he sent the same men back 
to the lines, in spite of the gruelling time 
they had had. “I felt that if they were 
‘babied ” they would go to pieces completely, 
in view of what they had been through,” he 
said in reply to critics. “They slept 48 
hours, being fed on thick soup from time to 
time while they were bareiy awake.

THE MARRIAGE BAR. 


A joint report issued last night of the 
Committee appointed to consider matters 
arising out of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission in regard to the position of women in 
the British Civil Service agreed with the 
recommendation of the Royal Commission t..at 
the appropriate course regarding the employ- 
ment of women is to adopt the policy of “a 
fair field and no favour.’ 

The Committee suggest the adoption of 
the Commission’s recommendation of the re- 
tention of the marriage bar for women civil 
servants subject to a discretionary power to 
make exceptions. 

The Committee agreed that the object 
should be the retention or appointment of a 
married woman where any disadvantage was 
likely to be out-weighed by her special 
qualifications or experience. They also recom- 
mend that a married woman civil servant 
should in the event of a child-birth be allowed 
special leave on full pay for not more than 
two months, and be eligible for an extension 
up to three months if recommended by 
medical certificate.
